‘N Notice broughr in here of fome Prizes 

takea by two Barbary Rovers, a large 

Shipand a Tartane that were cruiziug 

between the Iflands Maretimo aad Pan- 

talaria; the Grand Mafter gave Orders 

for fome Ships to go out and make Difcovery of 
thefe Corfairs. This Service was undertaken by 
the St. Fobn and the St. Vincent. On the 12th paft, 
atriving near Pantalaria, they dif{covered 2 Veflels, 
whofe Working made them prefame they were the 
Enemies they.were in queftof. As it was then 
near Night, the Maltefe Commanders jadged it 
not. proper todraw any nearer ; but, when Night 
came, they held a Council, and agreed that the St. 
Fob (hould fail away toward the Iftand Lampedofa. 
and the other continue its Courfe towards the Ifte 
of Sicily. The #3th, about Day-break, the Ene- 
my’s Ship, being not above 2 Leaguesfrom the Se. 
Vincent, put out all the Sail it could carry, in order 
to come up with it; aad being got within a League 
fired a Gun and pot out the Turkifh Cofours: Our 
Ship anfwered with aGun, and put out the Mal- 
tefe Bafign. Thisthe Turk no fooner perceived, 
but he veer’d about and ftood toSea. The Frigate 
purfued, and at-9 before Noon came up within Pi- 
ftol-fhoty when th’ Engagement began equally brisk 
on both Sides: But after a continual and reciprocal 
Firing of four Hours, during which the Turk Joft 
his Main-maft, Mizzen maft, and almoft ail the 
Fore-tackling, fhe was obliged to yield to the Mal- 
tefe Frigate, tho’ of confiderable lefs Force. This 
Ship was, fome Years ago, given by the Grand 
Signor to the Bey of Tripoli, who made it his Ad- 
miral, and it bore the Flag as fuch. It came from 
Tripoli 20 Days ago, mounted with 48 Guns, and 
14 Brafs Patereroes upon the Quarter-deck , their 
Equipage confifted of 400 Men, including 33 Chri- 
ftian Slaves, who all efcaped tuhurt, ‘altho’ only: 
267 of the Mahometans were left alive, a great ma- 
ny of which were dangeroufly wounded. “The 
Maltefe loft only 4 Mariners kill’d outright, and 


Jo flightly wounded ; it loft alfo fome of its Rig- 
ging: Bue all that did not hinder the Maltefe to 
take their Prize in Tow, andby Dintof Oar, to 
condu@it into this Port, which it entred the 16th 
Inft.. The Capture of this Ship is by fo much rhe 
more advantageous tothe Order, as fhe, being an 
excellent Sailer, was wont yearly to go acruizing, 
and carried off a great many Chriftian Veflels.

Since our laff arrived a Mail from Holland, and 
two from Flanders. 

THe Fleet continues at Spithead, and People of 
all Ranks do; {till repaic thither to fee it, for 
whofe failing the Wind is very fair: But if we may 
credit the Advicesbrovght by the Holland Mail, 
there will be no occafion- for their putting to Sea, 
nor for the Cabinet Courier, Bannieres to take ano- 
ther Trip intoSpain. For the Letters from Port 
St..Mary’s of the 14th paft N.S. politively affirm, 
That all things there are fully difpofed tor a ge- 
neral Pacification, and that in the King’s Name Af- 
furances have been given to all the Merchants of 
the feveral refpe@tive Nations citablifaed at Cadix, 
that the Effeéts of the Galleons and the Quickfilver 
Ships fhall in a very few Days be diftributed to 
the Perfons concerned, at an lodulto of 1§ per 
Cent.on the firft}. aad g per Cent. onthe latte: 5 
aad that fred Orders are likewife fent to eelix, 
that
